DEPRESSION BLAMED. 
London. 

The depression has reached the 
British Museumn—at fenst so far as 
the number of visitors is concerned. 

For the last few months, attend- 
ance figures, have been falling at an 
alarming rate despite the Trustves’ 
efforts to provide an ever increasing 
round of ** attractions.”’
